1938-1939 


Commercial  supplies  of  dairy  products  depend  in  part  on  how  much  of  the 
milk  is  retained  on  the  farms.    Daring  the  last  few  years,  an  increasing  pro- 
portion of  the  milk  has  been  sold  in  "bulk  at  wholesale^  part  of  it  going  to 
dealers  for  city  distrihution  and  part  to  manufacturing  plants  for  use  in  mak- 
ing cheese,  evaporated  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  dairy  products.    In  1939  the 
percentage  marketed  in  this  way  reached  38.7  percent  of  the  production  as  com« 
pared  viith  33»3  percent  in  1934.    The  percentages  used  for  most  other  purposes 
are  declining.    In  1939,  31,4  percent  of  the  milk  was  skimmed  on  the  farms 
and  sold  as  cream  at  wholesale,  most  of  it  "being  sold  on  a  butterfat  "basis 
for  making  creamery  butter  and  6,2  percent  of  the  milk  was  retailed  by  farmers 
as  milk  or  cream  for  fluid  consuniption,    Parm^made  butter  sold,  formerly  an 
ioportant  item,  took  only  1,7  percent  of  the  milk,    A  small  proportion  was  fed 
and  the  remainder  was  utilized  as  milk,  cream  or  butter  on  the  farms  where 
produced,

FARM   PRODUCTION   AND    INCOME    FROM  MILK 

Summary 

Milk  and  milk  products  sold  from  farms  in  the  United  States  in  1939  increased 
more  than  1  percent  from  the  qtiantities  sold  in  1938  and  accounted  for  most  of  the 
1-1/3  billion  pound  increase  in  milk  production,  the  Agricultural  Marketing . Service 
reports.    Lower  prices  received  hy  farmers  for  dairy  products,  however,  more  than 
offset  the  increase  in  quantities  sold  and  total  returns  to  fsTraers  from; sales  of 
dairy  products,  totaling  $1,355,067,000  in  1939,  were  loss  than  the -1938  returns 
hy  about  40  million  dollars  or  3  percent.    The  quantity  of  milk,"  cream,  and  home- 
made butter  consumed  on  farms  where  produced  xiras  about  the  same  as.  in  1938,  but 
at  $368,417,000  the  value  of  the  home-consumed  products  was  about  11  million 
dollars  less. 

Production  of  Milk  and  Butterfat  Increased^  Earm  Biitter  Decreased 

Milk  production  on- farms  in  the  United  States  increased  1,2.  percent  in  1939 
over  the  previous  year.    The  average  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  during  the  year 
increased  a  little  less  than  Ipercent,    Production  per  milk  cow  was  also  slightly 
higher  than  in  1938  and,  except  for  1929,  was  the  highest  in  the  16  s'-ears  for  which 
annual  estimates' are  available.

Production  6f  farm-churned  butter  in  1939  continued  the  dovmward  trend. that 
has  been  noted  for  several  years  with  output  estimated  at  486  million  pounds,  com- 
par9d  with  500  million  pounds  in  1938,    Declining  13  percent  since  1934,  production 
in  1939  was  the  smallest  quantity  churned  on  farms  since  shortly:  after  the  Civil 
War,    Creamery  butter  has  been  gradually  replacing  farm  bu.ttor  for  many  j'-cars,  but 
in  the  South,  where  a  majority  of  the  milking  herds  contain  only  ono  or  two  cows 
and  where  mojiy  prefer  buttermilk  to  svreet  milk  for  drinking  purf)Oscs,  the  butter 
churned  on  farms  is  still  nearly  double  the  quantity  chp.rncd  in  commercial  plants. 

In  table  1  are  shovm  ixnnual  estimates  of  milk  cow  nuTxibcrs ,  milk  o-nd  butter- 
fat production  and  the  quantity  of  butter  churned  on  farms  in  the  United  States 


in  the  last  6  years,    Tor  details  "by  States  in  1938  and  1939  see  tallies  5  and  8, 

Wholesale  Deliveries  of  Milk  and  Cream  Increased  in  1939 

T'Tholesale  milk  deliveries  by  farmers  in  1939  v;ere  a"bout  42  "billion  pounds. 
The  increase  over  the  quantity  so  sold  in  1938  was  2  percent  which  represents  a 
continuation  of  the  shift  tovxsrds  wholesale  milk  sales  that  has  been  noted  for  a 
num'ber  of  years.    Somewhat  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  42  "billion  pounds  vras  used 
"by  dealers  for  sale  as  fluid  milk  and  cream,  and  the  remainder  was  utilized  for 
production  of  manufactured  products. 

More  than  70  percent  of  the  milk  sold  wholesale  "by  farmers  was  produced  in 
the  area  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  Ohio  and  Potomac  Rivers,  This 
area  has  a"bout  two-thirds  of  the  large-city  population  of  the  country  and  produces 
more  than  tv;0"thirds  of  the  manufactured  dairy  products  other  than  "butter.

The  increase  over  1938  was  a  little  more  than  1  percent  or  alsout 
the .  same  percentage    as  the  - increase  in  milk  production,    \\TiolGsale  cream  sales 
accounted  for  ahout  31  percent  of  the  milk  produced  on  farms,  and  for  ahout  40  per- 
cent of  the  milk  utilized  in  products  sold  from  farms. 

The  quantity  of  milk  and  cream  retailed  hy  farmers  in  1939  is  estimated  as 
equivalent  to  6,8  "billion  pounds  of  milk.    As  increasing  stringency  of  sanitary 
regulations  require  more  equipment  for  processing  and  delivery  of  "bottled  milk  and 
cream,  many  farmers  who  formerly  delivered  milk  directly  to  consumers  appear  to  "bo 
selling  to  dealers  who  have  pasteurizing  equipment.  As  a  result  of  recent  reports 
from  officials  in  many  small  cities  and  tovms,  the  estimate  of  the  total  quantity 
of  milk  and  milk  equiva,lent  of  cream  retailed  hy  farnors  in  1939  was  reduced  to 
a"bout  3  percent  helow  the  estimate  for  1938  "but  the  decrease  may  not  all  have 
occurred  in  the  one  year.    Most  of  the  decrease  appears  to  have  taken  place  in  the 
northern  States  from  Minnesota  and  Iowa  eastward  through  New  York, 

Seles  of  farm-churned  "butter  declined  further  in  1939  and  utilized  only  1,8 
"billion  po-ands  of  milk  or  ahout  one-sixth  as  much  as  was  used  40  years  ago, 

farm  Usage  of  Milk  Changed  Relatively  Little 

The  quajitity  of  milk  consumed  in  the  households .  oh  farms  where  produced  showed 
only  small  changes  in  1939  from  the  previous  year,  some  increase  in  the  quantity 
consumed  as  milk  and  cream  "being  nearly  offset  "by  a  further  decrease  in  the  quantity 
used  in  farm-churned  butter  consumed  in  the  fam  households.    The  quantity  of  whole 
milk  fed  to  calves  in  1939,  estimated  at  3,0  hillion  pounds,  was  a  little  more  than 
the  usual  proportion  of  the  quantity  produced  pro"ba"bly.  "because  of  the  larger  pror 
portion  of  the  calves  raised. 

Sales  of  Dairy  Products  Decreased  v;ith  Lower  Prices 

As  a  result  of  lower  prices  for  dairy  products  in  1939,  the  returns  to 
farmers  from  the  sales  of  dairy  products  were  lower  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Com- 
pared v/ith  1938,  farm  hutter  prices  showed  the  sharpest  relative  decline— 5  percent— 
and,  with  the  quant ity_  sold  5  percent  less,  a  decline  of  11  percent  in  farm  "butter 
sales  resulted.    On  an  actual  value  "basis,  hovrever,  sales    of  whole  sal^ream  shov/ed 
the  greatest  reduction.    Although  the  quantity  of  butterfat  in  cream  sold  at  v/hole-  ■ 
sale  in  1939  was  a"bout  1  percent  larger  than  in  1938,  lower  prices  for  "butterfat, 
particularly  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  storage  stocks  of  "butter  v/cre  vji- 
usually  high,  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  sales  amounting  to  nearly  27  million 
dollars  or  8  percent.    The  returns  from  milk  retailed  "by  farmers  for  d.irect  human 
consumption  wore  moderately 'lower  than  in  1938,  chiefly  as  the  result  of  smaller 
quajititics  of  "bottled  milk  and  crcson  delivered  "by  producers.    The  increased  quanti- 
ties of  wholcsc^lc  milk  sold  "by  farmers  more  than  offset  the  somev/hat  lower  prices 
received  per  100  pounds,  and  the  value  of  sales  in  1939  v;as  slightly  larger  than 
in  1938,

Wisconsin  AheaA  in  Cash  Returns;  New  York  Second 

Wisconsin  led  all  States  in  1939  in  the  quantity  of  milk  and  milk  products 
sold  from  farms,  with  11  "billion  pounds  of  milk  or  milk  equivalent.     In  value  of 
sales,  however,  Wisconsin  with  a  cash  return  of  135  million  dollars  to  farmers 
for  dairy  products  was  closely  pressed  "by  New  York  with    134  million  dollars,  . 
States  following  Wisconsin  and  New  York  in  the  value  of  dairy  products  sold  were, 
in  order,  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota,  and  California.

The  States  leading  in  the  value  of  the  milk  consumed  (as  milk,  cream,  or 
■butter)  on  the  fajrm  v;here  produced  were:    Texas,  North  Carolina,  Alahama,  Georgia, 
■  and  Tennessee,    All  of  these  States  rank  near  the  top  in  farm  population,  in  farm 
butter  production,  and  in  total  quantity  of  milk  consumed  on  the  farms,  l/ 

On  the  hasis  of  the  combined  value  of  dairj''  products  sold  from  farms  and 
consumed  on  farms  v/here  produced,  Nev;  York  led  in  1939  v;ith  a  gross  farm  income  of 
144  million  dollars,  follov/ed  by  Wisconsin,  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota,  and  Cali- 
fornia in  the  order  named. 

For  detailed  figures  by  States  on  quantities  of  dairy  products  sold,  prices 
and  values  of  products  sold,  see  tables  7  and  10, 

following  the  usual  procedure,  all  the  milk  consumed  in  the  farm  households 
(as  milk,  cream,  or  faxm  butter)  v;as  given  the  same  value  per  100  pounds  as  the 
average  price  secured  in  the  same  State  from  milk  marketed  during  the  year  as  milk, 
cream,  or  butter.    No  additional  value  was  added  for  skim  milk  and  buttermilk 
consumed. 

Decreased  Average  Returns  for  Milk  Used  in  Products  Sold. 

In  1939  the  returns  received  by  farmers  for  milk  utilized  in  dairy  products 
sold  averaged  $1,50  per  100  pounds  for  the  country  as  a  x^fhole.    This  was  betv;een 
4  and  5  percent  lower  than  in  1938,  and  the  lo\irest  average  return  for  any  year 
since  1934,    As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  sharpest  percentage  reduction 
vjas  felt  by  farmers  in  the  iniportant  btitte^roducing  States  of  Minnesota  and  Iowa, 
vriiere  prices  averaged  about  10  percent,  lovrer  in  1939  than  in  1938,    Very  little 
decline  from  1938  occurred  in  the  North  Atlantic  fluid  milk  area  where  prices  of 
nilk  held  up  very  vrell,  and  only  m.oderate  decreases  were  apparent  in  most  of  the 
South  and  ¥est. 

As  usual,  returns  per  hundred  pounds  of  milk  used  shov/ed  wide  variation, 
the  averages  b  eing  highest  v;here  milk  production  is  lov/  in  comparison  v/ith  the 
population  and  v^herc  much  of  the  milk  can  be  retailed  or  sold  at  v;holosale  for 
fluid  consumption.    The  averages  wore  Igv/cst  in  the  Dalcotas  and  some  other  States 
where  most  of  the  nilk  is  skimmed  on  the  farm  and  shipped  out  as  cream.  Averages 
for  individual  States  v.rere  also  affected  by  distance  to  markets,  quality,  quantity 
sold,  and  other  factors  which  affect  the  prices  of  the  individual  products.  The 
average  returns,  ranged  from  95^  per  100  pounds  of  milk  in  North  Dakota  to $4,39 
in  Plorida, 

More  of  Milk  Sold  from  Parm  Used  for  Fluid  ConsvixTption 

Nearly  five-eighths  of  the  milk  and  cream  sold  (wholesale  and  retail)  by 
farmers  in  1939  v/as  utilized  in  factory  dairy  products,  most  of  the  remainder 
being  consumed  as  fluid  milk  and  cream  by  people  not  on  farms.    Factory  butter 
was  the  laj-gost  single  item,        utilizing  43  percent  of  the  total,  compared  vrith

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somewhat  over  8  percent  for  cheese,  6—1/2  percent  for  concentrated  milk  products, 
and  4  percent  for  ice  cream,    Consutiiption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  "by  people  in 
cities,  villages  and  rural  non-farm  places  accounted  for  37  percent  of  the  total, 
leaving  1-1/2  percent  for  other  uses.    As  compared  v;ith  5  years  earlier,  the  in- 
crease of  8  "billion  pounds  of  milk  and  milk  equivalent  of  cream  sold  from  farms  was 
distributed  as  follovrs:     3-1/2  "billion  pounds  for  increased  fluid  consumption, 
1-1/2  "billion  for  larger  factory  output  of  creamery  "butter,  and  about  a  "billion 
povinds  each  for  ice  croajn,  cheese  and  concentrated  milk  products.    Detailed  esti- 
mates of  annual  comrnorcial  utilization  of  the  milk  and  milk  cquivoJ-cnt  of  cream  sold 
by  farmers  in  the  United  States  in  the  years  1934  to  1939  will  be  found  in  table  4,
